In response to the election requirement set forth in the Office Action mailed February 15, 
2005, Applicant hereby provisionally elects, with traverse, Species I, which was identified by the 
Examiner as corresponding to Figs. 2a-2k. Applicant believes that all claims presently pending in 
the appUcation (claims 1-26 and 32-48) are generic to Species I and n, as identified by the 



In addition, the election requirement is respectfully traversed as follows. The Examiner 
has required an election between Figs. 2a-2k (Species I) and Fig. 3 (Species II). However, Fig. 3 
shows a generalized flow chart of a process that corresponds to processing shown, by structures, in 
Figs. 2a-2k. In particular. Figs. 2a-2k are described in the present patent application as showing 
structures formed during fabrication of a multilayer circuit substrate and circuit structure, while 
Fig. 3 is described in the present patent application as showing "a process flow encompassing the 
processing of Figures 2a-2k and altemative processing." Paragraph 53 of the present application 
describes Fig. 3 as showing a process flow for producing a multilayer circuit substrate, the process 
flow substantially encompassing the preferred embodiment and aforementioned altemative

embodiments. Accordingly, it is respectfully submitted that Fig. 3 and Figs, 2a-2k do not 
represent two different patentably distinct species. Instead, Fig. 3 is a generalized flow chart of a 
processes that includes the process shown structurally in Figs. 2a-2k. At least because of the 
noted reasons, Applicant believes that the election requirement is improper and requests 
withdrawal of the election requirement.
